er 'publishes the alleged story of tht 
crimes which' led to the court martiftl. 
and execution of two Australian officew 
in South Africa, which is just-now ex- 
citing keen indignation in Australi*.. The 
newspaper asserts that several, officers of 
this particular irregular corps shot na- 
tives'like rabbits and that tli*y are even 
suspected of murdering men of their owa

The incident which led to their court 


ma-rtiaJ was the cold-blooded "execution" 
by those officers of the ten Boers who 
were journeying to Pietertrtmrg irith tho 
object of surrendering.

court martial and ordered all to be shot.

' Votes of thinks from the social purity 
societies and the equal suffrage associa- 
tions are already beginning to rain in 
upon Pre»ident-Eoo«eTelt:'ior the'general 
order which he has just caused to be is- 
stied from the war department to "the 
officers and enlisted men of the army, es- 
pecially those serving in the. tropics and 


ay from home." The order says in 


"part: 


"It if, the duty of officers to point out 


to the men, and 
particularly - to the 


younger men, tfle inevitable misery and 
disaster which follow upon 
intemper- 


ance 
and vicious living. • The 
officers 


should of course remember that vthe ef- 
fect of what they say must lately de- 
pend upon the lives-they themselves lead. 
Each officer should be an example to his 
men in the way of temperate and clean- 
ly 
living, The 
officers 
should 
teach 


their men that morality and efficiency 
in the life of a soldier, ai in civil life, go 
hitnd in hand. Idleness and the lack of 
healthful amusement and occupation are 
provocative 
of 
debauchery. 
Officers 


should do all in the.ir power to encourage 
healthy exercise and physical recreation, 
as well as to supply opportunities for 
cleanly social and interesting mental oc- 
cupations. 
The young men, especially 


many who have been but recently taken 
away from the restraints and influences 
of home, should be encouraged to look 
to their superiors for leadership nnd sup-

In- 
tead of reporting the matter and ad- 
vertising/it to the world the trustees 
took the victim to a remote room in the" 
niilding and kept him entirely isolated 
from the hundred inmates 
and

precaution possible taken to prevent the 
spread. The person has entirely recov- 
ered, thc bedding and Everything burn- 
ed, the room fumigated, and not a.sign 
of the disease is evident. So carefully 
was it bundled and disposed of that the 
patients did not know there was a case 
within five miles of the institution. All 
were vaccinated.

Large Amount of Building Being Done

For several years past the raising of 


wheat"1 in Racine county has been largely- 
diaregarded, due to the exhausted state 
of the vitality of the^soil, but this year 
hundreds of acres of wheat will be har- 
vested as the soil by raising other crops 
for seYeral seasons has again developed 
into a good state for wheat. The prin- 
cipal reason why wheat raising is again 
'being gone into in Racine county is the 
early 
spring, which has* enabled 
the 


fanners to sow the seeds. Por the past 
ten days dozens of farmers have been 
busy 
planting wheat. The disastrous 


work oi the chinch bugs has prohibited 
wheat raising in this locality, but the 
farmers claim by getting in an early 
crop the-wheat will gain a sufficient 
growth before the arrival of the destruc- 
tible insect and in that way will escape 
the ravages of the bug. 
When wheat is 


planted early in the .season, the farmers 
generally realize a first-class 
harvest, 


and such are the anticipations for this 
year. 


One farnjcT who came to the city this 


morning- stated that in his estimation 
there will be in the 
neighborhood / of 


about .8,000 acres of wheat harvested ' in 
IJaeine county this fall.'Instead of rai);j 
ing corn, oats and other grains in large^ 
.quantities, many of us farmers arej 
planting wheat- this year/ said the tillee 
of the soil. ''The price of wheat 
ajirf 


the price of other grains show that ther<t 
is more money in raising wheat.t 0^ 
course, ninny of the farmers who hiwi 
but a small acreage will do more or le,s.^ 
gardening farming; that 
is, they 
will 


use their soil to the best advantage 
by 


planling vegetables of all kinds, which 
need more cultivation and move atten- 
tion ton times over than all the grains 
put together. 


"Thero will also bo a very large acre- 


age of cabbage 
planted 
in Racine 


county this year. Most of the cabbage, 
however, will bo raised 
on the lower 


lands near by railway accommodations. 
Raising cabbage " has proved a very 
profitable industry 
the last few years. 


In 
the immediate vicinity .of 
Raciiiq 


there will be more cabbage and onions 
raised than wheat, but in 
the •western 


part of the. county the farmers -\\i\l reap 
their profits ofT of their grain fields. 


"But little corn i,s raised around here. 


About all that is raised is for private 
uses. This is probably due to t.he small 
number of porkers raised in this county 
in comparison to the counties In other 
states. Then about all the hay that is 
raised is for private ami city use, but a 
very small qiuurtity •bciti','- shipped out 
of the county."

BUILDING IN THE COUNTY. 


"A large amount of building'is. to 
be 


done hi Racine county this summer,'! 
continued the gentleman from the rural 
districts. 
There is more work than fch(i 


carpenters' can do.' You see,." he said; 
"the? farmers in Racine county have been, 
very prosperous for the past years and 
arc not spending a portion of their divi- 
dends in constructing- new barns, homes( 
fences and beautifying 
their 
premises. 


Oh, I tell you, Racine county will be one 
of the finest spots on the map after 
a 


while. The farmers arc improving the 
roads, too, each year. 


"'It is almost impossible to locate 
an 


idle carpenter in the county at the pres- 
ent tie. 
In many cases some of the 


rural contractors have refused 
work. 


Men employing from three to five men 
in doing carpenter work heretofore are 
now using 'a force of about twice that 
many and are looking for more men. 


EQUIPPED WITH TELEPHONES. 
"One of the greatest conveniences tlio 


farmer enjoys 
nowadays is the tele- 


phone. Telephones are 
being 
put 
in 


nearly every house in the county. This 
work ia done by the farmers themselves. 
For 
instance: 
Four 
or five farmers 


will club iogcthcr and drcide to have 
telephone communications. Pretty soon 
a like number of farmers adjoining de- 
cide they also would like to enjoy 
the 


same advantage. 
They then put in a 


service. Then the two are 
connected 


up. In this way there is telephone com- 
munication fo nearly every 
section of 


the county. In another year 
farmers 


will be ns well as you city 'folks in tele- 
phone 
communications.

vantage of by Fair' Sex. 


VOTE ALMOST UNANIMOUS 


FOR SCHOOL.BOND ISSUE 


Only One Registered Her Opposition— 


Kenosha Women to Niiinb«r 'of 
600 Visit Pol!» and Hnitle After 
' 
Uelinqoent V6ters. 


Women marching to the polls and vot- 


inb was a new experience 
in 
Racine. 


When the announcement was uuujk. a 
few days previous to election .that sep- 
arate ballot boxes would be placed at 
the various predncts and that thp la- 
dies/under'the law, would be permitted 
to'vote for or: against the issuing of 
$-25,000 school bands, there was a-frutter 
of excitement, especially among the ad^ 
herenta of,the Woman's sufTrage'and club 
women. 
; 


The belief prevailed that from 500 to 


600 votes would be cast, but when the; 
polls opene.d it was. .astonishing to note; 
how few of. the, ivomeri ventured "forth 
to take advantage "of their, rights. Pos- 
sibly it was the .cold weather that kept' 
thenuback; then again the majority of, 
ladies 
Jncked the courage to enter 
a 


building crowded with men, smoking and 
chewing tobacco and talking politics in 
a manner not calculated to be under- 
stood or sound pleasant to the female 
ear. 
. . . . ' . 


In several of the precincts .the room 


was \so dense with tobacco smoke when 
the women :cntered tlmt.it was hard to 
tell whether it was a man or a. lady who 
was asking for a ballot, how to cast it, 
etc. But the male '.portion of the eoin- 
,i>iunitjr certainly were gallant and show- 
ed, the gentle sex all the .consideration 
and kindness that could be dc-nired. 


Generally the women showed up in 


bunches, seldom qne appearing ".alone. 
That they were rattled, and frustrated 
in moat instances, .Was evident, but still, 
tiiey knew what they wanted and how to 
vote, for the ballots, nearly one hundred 
in number, show that every one went for 
school bonds, and only one lady voted 
against the question*. 


Tfie result of the first attempt on the 


part of the women is evidence that they 
are in favor of the upbuilding of the edu- 
cational institutions'of the country and1 


giving children all of the advantages pos- 
sible. ' Although the vote for-the first 
time 'Whs light, the women state that 
when they again''east'their ballots there 
would be a wonderful 
increase. They 


realize that Kenosha, where the women 
voted yesterdayv is far ahead of them, 
for the ladies of that town cast over GOQ 
votes. Besides the womtm of Kenosha 
had out carriages and went to the polls 
in the same style as the men. These 
carriages were even1 sent to the homes 
of\ women who forgot to come out. 


Well, the experiment has been tried; 


it worked all right and hereafter .the 
women will be important factors when 
the question of schools are to be voted 
oh s.nd the indication's 'were that they 
will generally be' in favor of advance- 
ment.

been heard of la it not truly wonderful 
and a conviction at that? What is the 
country coming to, anyway? And right 
upon blie heel* of this even had just been 
published the remarkable event of a Chi- 
cago judge of the United States circuit 
court issuing an injunction againut six 
big railroads preventing them from cnt- 
liujr rates and indulging in freight dis- 
criminations. 


But if the pure food laws are turned 


loose against impure drinkables, the 
courts will be rushed for some, time to 
some 
time to come. But why not 


against the flood* of adulterated, many 
poisonous liquors, as well as ngainst 
adulterated foods, breads-luffs, 
and the 


whole long list.

Again he wishes 
congress to give ample relief to the Cu- 
bans promptly, in order that the Cubans 
may be properly encouraged at the start 
and not under discouragements, and 
that if the right thing is done at the 
riglit time a sentiment will bo at work 
in Cuba that will result to our material 
benefit. But if the Cubans are obliged 
to commence national life with no tariff 
encouragement from this "country, their 
trade conditions will not bo satisfactory, 
and the Cuban people under ft load that 
may encourage' internal troubles. Now, 
if these are the reason^ of the president, 
what indeed could be more natural. or 
proper? There 
certainly could be no 


other reasons for urging congress to 
grant tariff concessions to Cuba 
than 


thus encouraging the Cubans. Whether 
or not it is really necessary for us to 
cut our tariff against our sugar arid to- 
bacco - interests cuts no figure in this 
argument concerning the president's po- 
cition, 
for the reason he, like others, 


thinks it is necessary to grant Cuba 
jiberal concessions and naturally thinks 
it best to start Cuba out in national life 
feeling good. 


THE ICE TAX .YO GOOD.

April 1.—The law pass- 


ed .by the last legislature, imposing a 
tax of ten cents a ton on ice shipped out 
of the state was declared invalid in a de- 
cision handed down by the supreme court 
today.

imposing a tax of ten cents a ton upon 
all ice harvested in Wisconsin arid ship- 
ped out of the state, the- court said:

She 
accordingly decreed "that-'the gold-yen 
should bear that relation to the silver 
yen as to past Contracts, and that for 
the future gold should be coined in un- 
limited quantities for private individu- 
als, but that silver ' should be coined 
only, oil government account.

A correspondent writes to Dairy antl 


Creamery to ask bow. he can go feed 
bis cows that tfaeir milk will -be richer 
in butter. Eatl T%e old-belief that eows 
•will produce milk rieb. or prjor in but- 
ter fat according to -the feed they are 
given has a strong Qo!Q in this country. 
This belief .lea'to t^e'skying, "Nothing 
cornea from a'cbrr's teats,that has not 
gone into, bet mo'uth." tVhtJe this is 
trtte in eVery «*tnse of the word, long 
continued and 
careful - experiments 


have proved that except •within very 
narrow bounds- It is impossible to im- 
prove the Duality of thfe milk of a cow 
by feeding her.. 
' 
. 


The quality of,the milk is a charac- 


teristic of the ^individual cow. She 
gives milji that is rich or poor in batter 
fat from some natural tendency which 
is not well understood, Th'is tenSency 
is transmittuble to'her descendants, 
and by carafol selection it Is i>osaible 
to improve the average qttaltly of the 
milk from a herd of eows to a "wonder- 
ful degree. 
•' 


Given; a coir that naturally .-gives 


good milt—thnt rich in tmtter fat—and 
breed her to a^b.iill that is from a cow 
that gives good milk, and the prog«ny 
is likely to IJQ better than the dam, al- 
though this-is uot'i&TariaWy the case. 


Bufter'fat doee»aot differ from tallow 


in any essential way. It is animal fat 
and is elaboatifed from the feed given 
the cow that produced tbe milk from 
which it is separated. One cow will 
turn'tbe fat'Sn her feed to butter fat, 
nnd another will store it up In her 
body. The one cow will be A good but- 
ter maker and the other a poor one. 


It-is now pretty generally conceded 


that milk is,elaborated, largely daring 
the process of milking. That it is sep- 
arated from theihlood in some way is 
certain. Feed a cow more of the ele- 
ments that go^into the composition of 
milk,.and she wall become fat. Tbe cow 
that-gives poor milk will fatten much 
easier than the one that gives rich 
nrilk.r • • : 
. 


-According to recent exhausU-ve ex- 


periments made by Professor Haecker, 
it does not make much difference what 
is fed to'<a'cow if she is given a plenti- 
ful supply of sound feed. Give a cow 
all she needs of sound. forage and 
grain, and she .wilt .produce to the ut- 
JBost -possible limit butter fat or tallow. 
If she turns her feed into milk and but- 
ter fat, sire is a good cow.'"If-she turns 
It into tallow,'she is a poor cow from 
the dairyman's standpoint. 


If our correspondent will follow this, 


plan, he will get more butter fat from 
his coirs, but riot richer milk. His cows 
will give more milk than they would if 
poorly fed and every 100 pounds of 
that milk will contain Just a.B much 
butter fat as is natural for a given cow 
to give. If she gives 3 per cent milk 
and oniy 100 pounds a week, .the milk 
will contain: three•.•p.puit^jOf,absolute 
butter fat, or-about".three'and n haJf 
pounds of butter.' Feed.her so she will 
give double:the quantity of milk, and 
that milk will give double the quantity 
of butter fat,, but will net be richer 
than the smaller'quantity. The way to 
set moro butter fat is to feed the cows 
better. Just what it is best -to feed 
Ihcin is a malte.r on which learned doc- 
tors disugref at this moment. Howev- 
er, il is Hiife to f end them enough, even 
if the- r;t'?ion is not quite balanced.

Efood place for storing unbound maga- 
zines, paper backed books, prints, news- 
papers anfl other material of like charac- 
ter which does not make a satisfactory 
appearance on the shelves.

HU Order to OfHc*rs mad Men Bervlng In 


Tropic* Calls for Commendation. 


" Votes of thanks from the social purity 
societies and the equal 'suUrage associa- 
tions are already'beginning to rain in 
upon President RooeeTelt if>rfhe general 
order which he bna just caused to be is- 
sued from the war department to "the 
officers and enlisted men of the army, es- 
pecially those serving in the tropics and 
away from home." The order says in 
part: 


"It ig the duty of officers to point out, 


to the men, and particularly - to the 
younger men, the inevitable misery and 
disaster which 
follow upon intemper- 


ance 
and vicious living. The 
officers 


should of course remember that'the ef- 
fect of what they say must largely de- 
pend upon the lives-'they themselves lead. 
Each officer should be an example to his 
men in the way of temperate and clean- 
ly 
living. The 
officers 
should teach 


their men that morality and efficiency 
in the life of a soldier, as in civil life, go 
band in hand. Idleness and the lack of 
healthful amusement and occupation are 
provocative 
of 
debauchery. 
Officers 


should do all in their power to encourage 
healthy exercise and physical recreation, 
as well as to supply opportunities for 
cleanly social arid interesting mental oc- 
cupations. 
The young men, especially 


many who have been but recently taken 
away from the restraints and influences 
of home, should be encouraged to look 
to their superiors for leadership and sup- 
port 
amid temptations around 
them. 


Every effort should be made to promote 
throughout the army a cleanly moral 
tone in word no/leas than in-deed.'' 


The order directs officers to impress 


upon their men the ''worse than folly" 
of the idea that upright living is preju- 
dicial to health, an4 says in conclusion: 


"As a nation, we feel keen pride in the 


valor, discipline, and steadfast 
endur- 


ance of our soldiers., and hand in hand 
with these qualities must go the virtues 
of self-restraint, self-respect, and self- 
control." 


Concurrently with this there has gone 


out to Manila an order forbidding the ia-i 
suing of official health certificates to wo-' 
men of bad character, a practice which 
has given rise to strong protest in the.

States, and was

themselves. Xo one is better fitted to 
lay his hand to this task than the pres- 
ident; for, whatever his faults, he has 
at least proved by liis own case that a 
robust body, an adventurous spirit, and

well ventilated on its 


moral side.''
